MOSAICS IN A MAE BUB SHOP. 


The Making of Little Blocks from the 


Kumnants of Big Ones. 


The process of making Ihe little pieces 


that go inio ihe mosaics that are now 
extensively used in the construction of 
modern buildings, and masterpieces 
of 


which are lo be found in the great wait- 
ing room of the youth station nnd in -Me- 
morial Hall at the state house, in Boston, 
is indeed nn Interesting feature of the 
inarhlo-cutliiiE industry. 


In the basement of any of the marble 


working establishments may be found u 
department devoted to this branch of the 
business. In a corner along the sides of 
the room are piles of small pieces of mar 
hie of various colors and sixes. There lire 
bits of marble from Truly, France, Bel- 
gium, Tennessee and Vermont, the rem- 
nants that have been broken or cut from 
large blocks in the manufacture of slabs. 
A workman, seated on a low stool, ham- 
mers some of the pieces into bits about 
ns large ns a walnut. These are fed inlo 
n machine which chews 
them 
up still 


smaller, atler the manner 
of a 
coffee 


grinder. After coining from Uio machine, 
the pieces are mixed with a uemeut,mak- 
ing a composition. The mixture is either 
v,orked into n square mold with a bot- 
tom thnt iil'ts by means of a lever, com- 
ing out as tiling for floors or wainscot- 
ting, or else il. is uindc into more ehlb- 
•,rnle form by being cast iu various pat- 
terns. These little blocks of composition, 
when finished, have the pepper-mid-snlt 
effect which is pupul.tr.

ever, for some of the larger pieces are 
cut into .strips by menus of a machine 
of the common vertical knife pattern.

The speakers were a unit in sentiment 
as to the need of delinile ethical training 
in Ihe public schools, duly emphasizing 
the child's right to be developed morally 
as well as intellectually and physically; 
nnd the fad lhatthemost of bad conduct 
is due purely 
lo vagueness 
of 
moral 


iildgment. There was 'a concurrence, of 
course, in tin! good, old-fashioned idea 
that, the home is Ihe natural agency for 
moral cull tiro, 
linl.il appears that now- 


adays even the best homes depend upon 
Ihe'co-opcration of Ihe school in moral 
instruction. 


Ji. is a significant fad. as Miss hvans 


indicated in her broad review of the sub- 
ject, thai with the great advance in phy- 
sical and. menial opportunity- there has 
come no corresponding forward

morality is indirectly taught and the gen- 
eral toiie of ihe schools is not'lowcreil.we 
arc certainly not so zealous for the henrl 
training as for that of the head and the 
hand. South Carolina, it is encouraging 
to note, has required delinito insiruelion 
in morals. In four of our Eastern states 
ethical training is .compulsory,

having, it seems, a definite legal reriuire- 
mcnt of 10 minutes each week for

struction iu kindness to animals, brought 
about possibly, as Miss Evans pleasantly 
inlimated, by the font hers on 
women's 


bonnets.
